habitat it is. A change ia bound tuo 
eame soon, though, says the fur 
trader, as the country is full of min- 
erals, many important finds having 
been made but remain undeveloped 
owing to the distance from railway 
communication, Gold has been found 
on the Omineca, Ingenika and other 
rivers for years. copper ore assayed 
at the University of Alberta went 
fifty per cent pure, while the Indians 
report the presence of a gold field 
which latter, however has never 
heen verified by white men. Silver 
and lead are known to exist on the 
Ingentka, and claims have been 
filed. The most outstanding diacov- 
ery made yet, however, occurred last 
year when some of the Sicoani hun- 
ters accidentally stumbled on a bed 
of asbestos, and now belng wise in 
their generation promptly filed on 
the area with the mining recorder at 
Tort Grahame. Mr. Stege saw the 
asbestos, which he states came to 
him in sizeable chunks and was of 
long fibre. Neither he or any other 
white man has yet seen the mineral 
hut it Is the intention of local men +o 
peace claims on it onee they have 
revirned to the north west.

Findlay river people gladly traded 
off their furs, the Fort Nelson people 
returned across the hills, and every- 
one was happy. The flying bear still 
haunts their memory, however, and 
now that the “medicine” has been all 
used up the Siccanis are taking no 
chances and remain strictly within 
their own territory. Mr. Stege states

So 
he said, but at any rate the woman 
died at which the Findlay natives 
became much annoyed, In the spring 
the Liard river tribe again returned 
and as bad luck would have it, the 
same day the mun who lost his wife 
lost his son. Here was a distinct case 
of the evil eye. The Findlay Siccanis 
went into counc!i and talked war 
they tried to buy up all the ammu- 
nition and rifles in the post, but fin- 
ally the trader talked them ‘out of 
their war-like humor, and the Liard 
people were ordered to return to

The codiscoverer of radium begins her ar- 
ticle by telling how she was invited in the 
spring of 1894 to the home of a fellow country- 
man, a Polish scientist, who was a great admirer 
or the rising young physicist, Pierre Curie: Then 
she writes 

“When I entered, Pierre Curie was in a win- 
dow opening on the balcony. He seemed very 
young to me, although he was 35. | was struck 
by the expression in his clear eyes and an ap- 
pearance of slight abandon in his tall figure. 
His somewhat slow and deliberate speech, his 
simplicity, his smile, both serious and youthful, 
all inspired one with confidence. 

“We began a conversation which soon be 
came friendly, There was a surprising kinship 
between his ideas and mine, despite the differ- 
ences in our native countries 

“We met again at the Society of Physics and 
in the laboratory, Then he asked permission to 
call upon me. At that time I was living in a 
room on the sixth floor of a house in the school 
quarter, It was a poor lodging, for my resources 
were very limited. But I was happy there, 
nevertheless, having, at the age of only 25 years, 
realized my long desire to make deep scientific 
studies, 

“Pierre Curse came to see me with a sincere 
and simple sympathy for my hard-working life. 
Seon he got the habit of talking with me about 
his dream of a life wholly consecrated to scien- 
tific research, and he asked me to share this 
existence. But it was not easy to make such 
a decision, for it meant separation from my coun- 
try, from my family and renunciation of plans 
for social work dear to me. Having grown up 
in, an atmosphere of petriotism, kept alive by 
the oppression of Poland, | wished, like so many 
other young people of my country, to do my 
share in maintaining the national spirit.’ 

Such was the status of this courtship when 
Marie Skludowska went to visit her father in 
Poland for the summer vacations of 1894. Pierre 
Curie kept in touch with her by means of letters 
which Mme. Curie says were written in such a 


{ine style that she is sure he would have been 
a great author if he had chosen ' terary 
profession. 

One of M. Curie’s letters read 

“We have agreed (isn’t this tru have 


at least a great friendship for each other Pro 
vided you don't change your mind, For there 
are no promises that always hold good; they

“Nevertheless, it would be a beautifu! thing, 
which | dare not believe, to pass our lives to 
gether, bypnotized by our your patri- 
otic dream; our humanitarian dream, and our 
scientific dream, Of all these dreams, | believe 
only the last is justified. By this | mean to 
gay that we are not able to change the social 
order and that if such were not the case we 
would not know what to do; and, in acting along

In explaining that M. Curie had delayed 
marrying until he was J6 because he feared that

“Pierre Curie’s salary as a professor was 
6,000 ‘rancs (then about $1,200) a year. For 
my part, I prepared for the competitive examina: 
tion for young girls for a place on the teaching 
staff and | was admitted in 1896. Our exist 
ence was organized entirely for scientific work 
and our days were passed in the laboratory 
where Schutzenberger had authorized me to work 
near my husband, 

During eleven years of life together we were 
hardly ever separated, so there exist but a few 
lines of correspondence between us during that 
period. Our days of rest or vacation were de 
voted to walking or bicycle riding in the coun- 
try around Paris, at the seashore or in the 
mountains, 

“Later, having our child with us, we were 
inclined to spend our vacations in one place, 
without traveling. We then lived as simply as 
vossible in remote villages where we could 
hardly be distinguished from the local residents. 
! recall the stupefaction of an American journ- 
alist who found us in Pouldu just as |, seated 
on the ° etens of the house, was busy shak- 
‘ug the sand out of my sandals. But his perplext- 
ty soon vanished and, playing his part in the 
scene, he sat beside me and began jotting down 
my answers to his questions.**** 

“In our life together ne allowed me to learn 
to know him as he wished and to understand 
his thoughts better every day, It was all and 
more than all | had been able to dream of at 
the time of our union. My admiration for his 
exceptional qualities grew constantly. They 
were of such a rare and elevated nature that 
he sometimes seemed to me to be a unique be- 
ing, because of his detachment from all vanity 
and from those petty shortcomings that we dis- 
cover in ourselves and in others and judge with 
indulgence, not without aspiring to a more nearly

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FIGHTING INDUSTRY. 

The news from Sydney, N.S. suggests that 
General Sherman and his staff may have trans- 
fered their activities to that far castern field. The 
coul miners there went on strike the other day, 
raided a mine in search of men who might be at 
work, and threw stones at the police who came to 
restore order. The strategy bears a general re- 
semblance to that employed last winter in the 
attempt to put the mines in the Edmonton district 
out of business. But in justice it should be said 
that the Sydney miners do not appear to have put 
their wives in the front line. The object of course 
is the same; to cripple the industry. That is not 
striking ; it is industrial war, and of an aggressive 
and destructive type. 


SOMETHING ACCOMPLISHED. 


It is declared at Washington that people in the 
United States have consumed 250,000,000 gallons 
less alcohol during the three years they have been 
under prohibitory legislation than they did in the 
three years immediately preceding. Whether that 
includes a generous allowance for the amount sup- 
plied to them by bootleggers, moonshiners and 
home-brewerg is not said. Making even a heavy 
diseount for supplies drawn from these officially 
unknown sources, there remains a probable reduc- 
tion of » good many million gallons per year as 
the result of stopping the open sale of liquors. 


That surely is one result of prohibition against 
which few people will have complaint to make. 
Whatever is to be said as to the method employed 
anything that cuts down the total consumption of 
sleoho) does good in that respect. 


A POOL FOR THIS YEAR, 


President Wood has changed his mind, and says 
the proposed voluntary wheat pool should be or- 
ganized in time fov farmers, to market this year's 
erop through that agency if they wish to do so. 
As the pool is to be voluntary, and to operate at 
the risk of those who put their wheat into it, out- 
siders have no cause and no license to offer opin- 
ions other than as indirectly interested parties. 
Kut it does seem strange that Mr. Wood should 
one day declare that nothing would be done about 
creating a pool until next year, and a few days 
later announce that the scheme is to be put into 
execution immediately. That at least indicates 
that the head of the farmer’s organization is a bit 
hazy about the project, and the amount of time 
that will be necessary to get it going. As for the 
scheme itself, a good many farmers seem to want 
to try it, and as they are to do the gambling on 
their own responsibility there is no reason why 
they should not do it this year if they prefer. With 
harvest about, ten weeks away there would seem 
to he need for quick action if arrangements are to 
ne made which will give farmers in all parts of 
the provinee a chance to get in at the start. 


‘BENATORS AND JUDGES. 


Senator Gordon has been raising a protest 
against two judges having ‘been paid for serving 
on a royal commissicn and claims the transaction 
is not legal. Similar protests have been made oc- 
casionally in the past, usually by parties whose 
canduct had been probed by a judicial investiga- 
tor with results not flattering to them. The theory 
of course is that a judge, being appointed for life 
on a salary that is considered to be sufficient, 
should work for nothing when he is asked to con- 
duet an inquiry iying outside his judicial duties. 
For the matter of thet Senators are also appointed 
for life and draw a sessional indemnity large 
enough to live on, but nobody complains if they 
earn money during the recess in any honest way 
they can, aud we do not find them spending these 
intervals working for the public 
compensation. As between the two 
least room for argument that a judge gives better 
value for the salary he draws than the average 
Senator does. If criticism is due when a judge 
spends his holidays condusting a public inquiry

the new national structure. The great majority 
of people now living in Canada have never known 
it except as the Dominion, There is assurance of 
stability in that. Having weathered the stresses 
and strains of the first half century, and become 
the fatherland of most of ita adult citizens, the 
Dominion is securely established as a political 
entity. Of course there are occasional threats of 
disruption. But they serve only to gain some pass- 
ing notoriety for an agitator, and are seldom 
serious enough to call for intervention by the 
police. Any thought of breaking up the country 
is not now deliberately entertained by any section 
of its people large enough to occasion concern. 
Canada it is, and Canada it will remain. 

But fifty-six years is by no means a_ long 
period in the life of a nation. Excluding come new 
states constructed out of the fragments of war- 
torn Europe, the Dominion is among the youngest 
countries in the world. If at times Canadians 
are disposed to be impatient that the country is 
not making more rapid progress, they may take 
consolation from the fact that they have not been 
long on the job. ‘‘Rome was not built ina day,’’ 
and even in this age of rapid construction stable 
and worth-while countries are not built up by one 
or two generations. This considered, the people 
of Canada have achieved marvels, and they are 
fact and to draw 
inspiration from it. They have multiplied the area 
of the original Dominion. They have turned a vast 
wilderness into settled provinces. They have 
spanned the continent with railways, and spent 
hundreds of millions of dollars in 
waterways for commerce. From a group of colon- 
ies whose foreign trade was negligible they have 
made Oanada one of the greatest food exporting 
eountries on earth. They have plowed the prairies, 
dug mines, levelled forests , harnessed streams, 
produced bread for many times their own nuin- 
bers, and built up industries which sell their 
products in competition with those of all Jands 
on the markets of the world. 

With these material achievements Canadians 
have heen mindful also of the things which mark 
the difference between opulent barbarism and a 
civilized state. The school house is to be seen 
wherever pioneers have gone. The church is to be 
found in every settlement. The newspaper goer 
into every home. With all the attractions—and 
temptations—incidental to settlement of a vast 
and fertile country, Canadians have not forgotten 
the other side of life. If they are materielistic 
they are not grossly so. They are not illiterate 
nor irreligious. Their institutions of higher 
learning stand on a par with any in the world. In 
the culture of mind and spirit the people of the 
Dominion rank with peoples far older and richer. 
Their moral worth was shown on the fields of 
Europe when the world’s freedom had to be 
defended or lost. 

Boastfulness cannot be charged as one of the 
faults of the Canadian national character. Per- 
haps as a people we are too much given to self- 
depreciation, and do not rate sufriciently high the 
things that we have accomplished in the first 
half century of our national life. The record is one 
to be proud of. It is true that we have the ad- 
vantage of living in a country of vast resources 
and remarkable fertility. But there are other 
parte of the world where the natural wealth is 
great but where less has been achieved in the 
way of turning it to account. Mexico is a rich 
country; but it is not prosperous. The reason is 
that it is populated by Mexicans. Canada, settled 
by people of the same kind, would still be what 
it was a generatoin ago. It will do no harm if 
while Canadians are celebrating the anniversary 
of the creation of the Dominion they also recount 
what changes have come about in the half century 
that has since elapsed, and inquire into the rea- 
sons for it. The answer to that inquiry will be one 
to give them encouragement and hope. What has 
been done is the proof that greater things can be 
done. The people who have done so much with so 
smal! a beginning can do ‘vastly more with the 
accumulated advantages they now have as the
